On the idea of friendslhip 
with the Chinese people, Hum- 
phrey said: “The people of 
China must not be Isolated.” 
He said be was “delighted 
that President Johnson has 
opened the way for our schol- 
ars to travel there.” 

Humphrey continued: “We 
must take every opportunity 
to show our friendship for Hie 
Chinese people. We respect 
and value th^ leiaming, their 
skills, their arts and their 
many contributions to civili- 
zation. 

“With the other people of 
Asia, I lanticlpate steadily 
growing friendship and coop- 
eration.”
